Mannon was dead with a bullet 
in the brain when police were 
shooting. Miss 
a bullet wound in the head and a 
pistol in her right hand. ‘She died 
later in an emergency hospital. 

Police reported that Albert D’Ag- 
nostino, an associate of Mannon’s 
in the Technical Arts Studio, of 
which the slain man was vice pres- 
ident, told them the pair had been 
much in each other’s company for 
more than a year, but that recently 
Mannon had endeavored to end the 
friendship. 

D’Agnostino said that recently 
Miss Gottlieb had been making 
telephone calls to Mannon at the 
studio at all hours of the day. He 
declared she had used every means 
she could to _retain Mannon’s 
friendship. 

The police said Miss Gottlieb ap- 
parently had an independent § in- 
come, but worked frequently as a 
retouch artist in a commercial stu- 
dio as a pastime. 

A letter written in New York 
City Jan. 2 and signed “Min” was 
found in Mannon’'s pocket. It re- 
ferred to a photograph of himself 
he had sent the writer and said in 
part: “Ham dear—How do you 
like the new life? I hope _ you 
haven’t forgotten entirely. If you 
haven't been foolish and gotten 
married please tell the little lady 
of my existence. Some day I may 
decide to see»you and she would 
have to know anyway. I might 
pass as an aunt.” 

Al Mannon, brother of the slain 
man, told police his brother was 
not married.

ANIMAL IN GREAT PAIN 
FROM BURNS ON LEGS 


Patrick Hamill Jr. Son of 
Concern’s President, 
Fired on While Driving 
Truck in East St. Louis. 


Two officers of the local team- 
sters’ union were arrested late yes- 
terday, after one of a team of 
horses belonging to a hauling firm 


where a strike is in progress had 
been sprayed with acid as they 
pulled a dray at Third and Biddle 
streets. They are William~-Ryan, 
president, and Thomas Woods, 
business agent of the union. ~ 

John Hamill, a son of the pres- 
ident of the Hamill Transfer C@e., 
810 North Main street, where the 
strike was called four weeks 
ago, was driving the team. He told 
reporters that an automobile drove 
slowly beside “‘Billy,’’ the horse on 
the left-hand side of the wagon 
and a squirt gun was poked from 
the front seat. in which two men 
sat. 

A liquid was shot from the noz- 
zle of the gun to the horse’s rear 
legs, causing “the animal to jump 
and whinny in pain. For five 
minutes the horse plunged, kick- 
ing its hoofs _against the wagon 
tongue and seat and cuting its 
legs severely. 

Horse’s Leg Burned Raw. 

Perspiration, caused by the 
horse’s agony, came from its 
flanks almost in streams, Hamill 
said, and within a few moments 
the animal's legs, where the acid 
had been sprayed, were raw. 

The horse is being attended to- 
day by an employe of the firm 
who understand veterinary prac- 
tice. An agents of the Humane 
Society will view the horse so he 
may report the extent of the ani- 
mal’s injuries to prosecuting au- 
thorities., 

Hamill noted the license number 
of the automobile, which was 
traced to Ryan, who was ‘found 
“vith Woods in a saloon at 1310 
Chambers street. Hamill identified 
both as those who were in the 
machine from which the horse 
was sprayed. Neither of the men 
made a statement to police. 

Ryan and Woods weré in Police 
Court this morning to answer 
charges of cruelty to animals and 
peace disturbance. When “the 
cases were called, the defendants 
requester a continuance a.d hear- 
ings were set for Aug. 26. 

In the meantime, the Humane 
Society is investigating. Ordinarily 
the organization prosecutes cruelty 
charges in Police Court under the 
city ordinance which provides fine 
of from $20 to $100. There is a 
State law, however, providing 
prison semtence ranging from 30 
days to three years and fine not 
less than $50, or both fine and im- 


prisonment.

Robert F. Seller, secretary of the 
Humane Society, said the organiza- 
tion will assist the police in prose- 


cution.

He fs captain of a swimming 
club. 

Temme is 22 years old, stands 
six feet two and a half inches, and 
weighs about 205 pounds.

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 5.-—A 


strike in protest against the Sacco- 
Vanzetti sentence went into effect 
today. Nearly all the workers in 
factories and shops joined the 
movement. Port activitfes were 
slow owing to the absence of many 
stevedores, but the general aspect 
of the city was normal, as banks 
and commercial establishments 


were not affected. 

Violent demonstrations on the 
part of radicals and the calling of 
general strikes and mass meetings, 
have followed the news of Gov. 
Fuller’s decision not to extend 
clemency to Sacco and Vanzetti. 

Advices from Rosario say that 
several American firms have asked 
for police protection. In the course 
of disordeps there yesterday, the 
windows of some trade establish- 
ments were broken. Several ar- 
rests were made. The 
newspapers of Rosario did not ap- 
pear. Police are said to be in 
readiness to cope with any emer- 
gency. 

A general strike lasting 48 hours 
was called to begin today by the 
Syndical Union of Argentina,’ the 
most important labor organization 
in the country. The Regional Fed- 
eration of Workers of Argentina, a 
Communist organization, also is- 
sued a strike call. This organiza- 
tion is composed of metal workers 
and chauffeurs. The Workers’ 
Confederation, made up of railroad 
men and municipal workers, meets 
tomorrow to decide on the. ques- 
tion of a boycott of American 
goods. Other unions are expected 
to respond to the call of the So- 
cilalist party at mass meetings Sun- 
day. 

The Argentine Chamber of Dep- 


uties*has rejected two motions of- 
fered by Soctalists to request Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Gov. Fuller to 
pardon the condemned men. 

The newspapers have devoted 
whole pages to comment on the 
case. La Critica carried three full 
pages of news and comment. This 
paper says that “class justice, 
which made the martyrs of Boston, 
has prevailed, and twp innocent 
workers will lose their lives in the 
holocaust of barbarity and capital- 
ist justice.” It adds that the “le- 
gal assassination of Sacco and Van- 
zetti will be a stigma on the United 
States.” 


Demonstration and 24-Hour Strike 
~ Planned in Paris, 


By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, Aug. 5.—The Sacco-Vans- 


zetti defense committee is plan- 
ning to organize a great demonstra- 
tion on the outer boulevards Sun- 
day afternoon. L’Oeuvre believes 
it likely the government will au- 
thorize the demonstration, inas- 
much as the committee has an- 
nounced it will be “peaceful.” In 
addition a 24-hour strike is to be 
called Monday by the extremist 
Unified Labor Federation. 

These are the only two outward 
manifestations of opinion produced 
thus far by Gov. Fuller’s decision 
that Sacco and Vanzetti must die. 
News dispaches dealing with the 
case are’ given prominent place in 
the morning newspapers, which 
print numerous pictures, including 
one of an electric chair. 

L’Humanite, Socialist organ, 
urges the proletariat to use every 
means to save the two condemned 
men by monster meetings, resolu- 
tions, street mantfestations and a 
general strike. “If Sacco and Van- 
zetti are executed, which we still 
like to believe is tnadmissable,” it 
says, “any congress of the Amer- 
ican Legion will become absolutely 
impossible in Paris.”

The committee has 
not indicated how it will link 
this with the murder case. 

Should they fail in this 
move, the committee will seek 
a writ of habeas corpus in the 
Federal Court.

NEW YORK, July 5.—Call for a 
nation-wide Sacco-Vanzetti protest 
strike to start at noon next Tues-

500 other persons who gathered in 
Union-Square at 6 p. m. and Iis- 
tened for two hours to 21 speak- 
ers who, without exception, de- 
nouncedll Gov. Fuller as a “tool of 
capitalism.” 

Plans by the I. W. W. for an at- 
tempted tie-up of New York’s wat- 
erfront next Tuesday by a protest 
strike were announced by Rozer 
Francezon today. Francezon, 
chairman of the general executive 
board of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, arrived here from Ch1- 
cago yesterday to direct the acti /- 
ities of the organization here.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—A 95- 
year-old Civil War veteran, Philip 
F. Coghlan, who has been a printer 
for the last 79 years, has been 
awarded the gold medal by the 
Educational Graphic Arts Exposi- 
tion, for the oldest active printer 
in the United States. 

For the last 44 years Coghlan has 
been employed in the composing 
room of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. Working on the same floor 
with him is his son, Philip C. Cogh- 
lan, who is 72 years old and has 
been a printer for 50 years. 


Maj. Coghlan, 94, Rides Train Daily 
to Job on Post-Dispatch. 
Smoking his morning pipe, 
fore he went to his type case, 
Coghlan read the foregoing 
patch with minutest attention. 

“There's one mistake in it,” he 
said, his proofreader’s training for 
the moment dwarfing his interest 
in the news. “I’m only 94, I was 
born in 1833. It’s my 95th year. 
but I’m not yet 95.” 

Then he smiled. 

“Tl heard something about this a 
couple of days ago from the boys, 
but I didn’: pay much attention to 
it,” the elderly printer said. “I 
knew they were putting something 
up on me.” 

“I'd like to go to New York for 
the award but one of my daugh- 
ters is ill and I may not be able to 
get away. I may not be able to 
go to the G. A. R. encampment for 
the same reason. That’s in Sep- 
tember some time, in Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich. I haven't missed one 
yet!” 

The Major smoked: and 
quietly about the changes in 
world during his lifetime due _ to 
machinery, and the possibility of 
greater changes to come. He talked 
about the 40's, when he was a 
printer’s devil in Belleville, and the 
old days, but said his memory was 
not as good as it used to be. 

Rides Train Daily to Work.

SISTERS REPORT 
$300 HOLDUP 
IWELRY FOUND 


Mrs. William Smit of St. 
Louis and Mrs. David 
Cummings Tell of Rob- 
bery in Chicago.

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—The jewelry 
valued at $30,000, which Mrs. Wil- 
liam Smit, wife of a St. Louis sur- 
geon, and her sister, Mrs. David 
Cummings, wife of a wool mer- 
chant of Long Beach, L. IL, re- 
ported stolen in a holdup here has 
been recovered under strange cir- 
cumstances. The sisters have been 
released by police, but two men, 
who escorted them on a cabaret 
tour that ended with the robbery 
report, are held for questioning. 

At dawn yesterday the sisters, 
accompanied by Harry Davis, an 
insurance salesman, and Nathan 
Katz, alleged gambler, appeared 
at a police station with a report 
they had been robbed of $30,000 
jewelry by. two men who had 
leaped on the running board of 
their automobile. 

As police were jotting down de- 
scriptions of the holdup men, Mrs, 
Smit, who had given the name of 
Mrs. John Carlton, asked anxious- 
ly: “If I gave you a wrong name, 
could you do anything to me?” The 
police officer replied he could, 
whereupon she gave her right 
name. 

The police found a ring, report- 
ed stolen, in a purse one of the 
sisters carried. Further search un- 
covered other jewelry concealed 
in the women’s clothing. 

This was the first complication. 
Then, after the police had decided 
to hold the sisters and their escorts, 
a man telephoned Detective Chief 
O’Connor that he would return the 
missing jewelry if O’Connor would 
meet him in front of the Wrigley 
building. 

While O'Connor was waiting in 
vain at this building a man saun- 


tered into detectives headquarters, 


laid a parcel on’ O’Connor's desk 
and walked out. O’Connor _§re- 
turned and found the missing jew- 
elry in the parcel. 

The women were released, but 
their escorts and the jewelry were 
held. Police understand the jew- 
elry was insured. 

The sisters told police they were 
Elsie and Sylvia Goldberg before 
their marriages. They gave their 
ages as 33 and 27. Mrs. Cummings, 
police reported, said she formerly 
was an entertainer at the old Ar- 
sonia cabaret in West Madison 
street. She said she and her sis- 
ter had been introduced to Davis 
and Katz by Morris Harris, a for- 
mer employe of Mrs. Cumming’s 
husband. 

In February, 1921, Mrs. Cum- 
mings reported the disappearance 
of jewelry valued by her at $365,- 
000 when she was returning to New 
York after a visit to her mother 
Mrs. Ada Goldberg. in St. Louis. 
The jewelry was insured for $18,- 
5@0. A $5000 rewdrd was offered 
for its return without results.

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CHARGES ACTRESS 
GOT $200,000 


BY EXTORTION 


New York Insurance Execu- 
tive Says He Paid to 
Prevent Threatened Ex- 
posure of Their Relations.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Two hun- 
dred thousand dollars was the limit 
Wiiam F. Alexander, an insurance 
executive, was willing to pay 33 
staving off Miss Clara E. O’Reilly’s 
threatened exposure of their rela- 
tions to his wife. Now they are 
involved in charges and counter- 


charges of broken agreements, ex- 
tortion and blackmail. 

Miss O’Reilly, 23 years old, an 
actress, brought the affair into 
court when she sued for $6000, 
claimed as due under an agreement 
Alexander made to pay her $1000 
monthly for life. Alexander vigor- 
ously opposed the claim. Their 
conflicting affidavits have been 
filed with Justice Franhelder in 
Supreme Court. 

Mct on Train, 

Alexander met Miss O'Reilly four 
years ago on a train going to Chi- 
cago, according to his attorney, 
Terence J. McManus. She was re- 
cently from Denver. She was a 
brunette and pretty. He was about 
40 and well to do. 

“Under threats of exposure of 
the illicit and unlawful relations 
theretofore existing between him 
and Miss O’Reilly,” Alexander’s af- 
fidavit said, “he being, as she knew, 
a married man, she extorted from 
him a paper under which, in con- 
sideration of her maintaining si- 
lence as to their unlawful relations, 
a block 1000 shares of Alexander 
& Alexander stock and other s2- 
curities, were delivered by him to 
her, upon the understanding and 
agreement that she was to retain 
custody of the securities and that 
the income was to be paid her un- 
der the terms of the agreement: 
also that the sale or transfer of 
such securities could not be made 
except by mutual consent of the 
parties in writing during the life 
of the agreement.” 

Finally Exposes Him. 

Alexander relates that Miss 
O’Reilly received about $200,000 
from him. He charges that, not 
satisfied with this, she complained 
bitterly when he lagged in pay- 
ments and finally exposed him. 

Miss O’Reilly’s action is to re- 
cover six instalments of $1000 
monthly. She asserted she under- 
stood she was to get this $1009 
monthly in return for her sur- 
rendering 1000 shares of preferred 
stock in Alexander & Alexander to 
him. 

McManus and his client declined 
to tell the value of this stock. To 
pay Miss O'Reilly $1000 a month 
it would have to be more than 
$200,000 for the 1006 shares if it 
earns normal interest. 

McManus contended the only 
value received in return for the 
monthly payments was the_ sup- 
pression of information, hence that 
there could be no legal agreement 
binding Alexander to keep his part 
of the understanding. 

Miss O'Reilly, however, assumes 
these stocks were rightfully hers 
and that by returning the block she 
was privileged to exact $1000 
monthly.

BISHOP, .Cal., Aug. 5.—Every 
bank in Owens Valley, five in 
number, has closed its doors. Notes 
posted on the doors and signed by 
the president and cashier of all de- 
positories said the action was due 
to the “destructive work carried on 
by Los Angeles in its water war 
with valley ranchers.” The banks 
are the First National Bank of 
Bishop and four wranches of the 
Inyo County banks at Bishop, Big 
Pine, Independence and Lone Pine. 
The last four are State banks. 

Will C. Wood, State Superintend- 
‘ent of Banks, has personally taken 
charge of the depositories. 

. Note Explains Closing. 

The note posted by the banks 
follows: 

“We find it necessary to close 
all of our banks in Owens *Valley. 
This result has been brought about 
by the last four years of destruc- 
tive work carried on by the City of 
Los Angeles.” 

W. W. Watterson, president of 
four of the State banks and cashier 
of the National Bank, said the direct 
cause of the banks’ failures was 
that ranchers, who have “failed to 
negotiate satisfactory sales to Los 
Angeles City,” as well as business 
houses whose business had fallen 
off since the water fight became 
intensive a few years ago, had been 
unable to liquidate their loans. 

‘“‘When the State Bank Examiner 
arrived here,” W. M. Watterson, 
president of the State banks and 
cashier of the National Bank, said, 
“IT told him frankly, without the 
formality of any examination by 
him of our books, that we were in 
such condition that we would have 
to close our doors.” 

Fight On for 20 Years. 

The Owens Valley water fight 
dates back to 20 years ago when 
the City of Los Angeles built an 
aqueduct through the valley to di- 
vert water of Owens River to the 
city for domestic use. 

Building of the aqueduct precip!- 
tated strife between ranchers and 
merchants of the valley and the 
city which has become more inten- 
sive as the years passed.

COOLING DRINKS 
FOR SUMMER DAYS 


How Rare a Thing to Be 
Served Good Iced Tea or 
Iced Coffee. fe 


Iced tea and iced-coffee have quite 
taken the place of hot tea and hot 
coffee during these summer days. 
There ig a knack in making these 
cold drinks and it is well worth 
learning, as there is all the differ- 
ence in the world between a pal- 
atable and a sloppy iced drink. 

Iced coffee is far more refresh- 
ing than hot coffee when the 
weather is warm, and in many 


cases seems more adapted to the 
summer meal, . , 

Do not use any left-over coffee. 
Make a fresh and stronger than 
usual infusion, but pour it off the 
grounds as soon as sufficiently 
steeped. The same warning about 
too much ice holds good here or 
in serving any chilled beverage. 

Too much ice means too much 
melting water and thus a loss of 
flavor and a weak beverage. If the 
coffee is made about two hours 
before it is to be used in a cold 
drink it will have so chilled that 
just pouring it over a little cracked 
or shaved ice will suffice to give 
it the pleasant degree of refresh- 
ing coolness which we demand in 
the summer drink. Coffee, too, 
may be partly sweetened while hot, 
and the remaining sweetness added 
in powdered sugar after service. 
And here, whipped cream gives the 
final perfect touch to any tall glass 
of chilled ‘coffee. If a drop or two 
of vanilla is added to the cream, it 
gives a slight variation from the 
usual flat cream taste, that is most 
agreeable with coffee. 

Iced Tea. 

Make the infusion fresh, never 
trust to the cold left-overs of the 
tea pot to make flavorful iced tea. 
As usual, have the pot scalded and 
hot, have the water bubblingly 
boiling, and pour it over the leaves 
and let it steep from 65 to 10 
minutes, Pour off the infusion, 
let it cool a little, and then pour 
into the glass and over the cracked 
ice. Not too much ice, either, or 
the water will so dilute the tea that 
it will be tasteless and flat. Some 
of the sugar should be added to the 
hot tea infusion for flavor, leaving 
a little sprinkle of powdered sugar 
to the last. 

And iced tea can stand more 
contrasting flavors than hot tea. 
That is why there is the invariable

nical Committee of the confer- 
ence. These points of agreement 
relate particularly to the limi- 
tation of destroyers and subma- 
rines, and it was only when the 
tonference took up the question 
of the limitation of cruiser class 
that difficulties were encoun- 
tered. These difficulties proved 
to be of a character to render 
it desirable to adjourn the pres- 
ent negotiations until respective 
governments have had an op- 
portunity to give further consid- 
eration to the problem and to 
the various methods which have 
been suggested for its solution.

to arm these vessels as they saw 
fit. 

“The British delegates, whilst 
putting proposals tending to a 
limitation of the size of ves- 
sels of all classes, hav; opposed 
the principle of limitation by 
total tonnage alone on the 
ground that the largest ship and 
the heaviest gun permissible 
must inevitably become the 
Standard. They desired first a 
strict limitation of the number 
of 10,000 ton eight-inch gun 
eruisers, and-secondl,y the es- 
tablishment of a secondary type 
of cruiser of a maximum Cali- 
ber of six inches. The British 
delegates contended that the 
establishment of this type alone 
enable the British empire, 
within a moderate figure of to- 
tal tonnage, to attain the num- 
bers which it regards as indis- 
pensable to meet its special 
circumstances and its special 
needs. 

“The Japanese delegates pre-

“Further, the delegates agree 
to recommend to their respect- 
ive Governments the _  desira- 
bility of arranging between the 
signatories of the Washington 
treaty that the conference to be 
called pursuant to paragraph 
two of Article 21 of that treaty 
Should be held earlier than Au- 
gust, 1931, the date contem- 
plated under the germs of that 
instrument, in order that any 
decision reached by such a con- 
ference may come into force be- 
fore the capital ship construc- 
tion program commences, name- 
ly, in November of that year. 


“In making these recommen- 
dations and in submitting this 
statement of the points of 
agreement as well as of the 
points on which agreement has 
not yet been achieved, the dele- 
gates desire to place on record 
a statement of their conviction 
that the obstacles that have 
been encountered should not be 
accepted as terminating the ef- 
fort to bring about a further 
limitation of naval armament. 
On the contrary, they trust that 
the measure of agreement 
which has been reached, as well 
as the work which has been 
done in clarifying their respect- 
ive positions, will make it pos- 
sible after consultation between 
the governments to find a basis 
for reconciling divergent views 
and lead to the early conclus- 
ion of an agreement. for the 
limit:tion of auxiliary naval 
vessels which will permit of 
substantial economy, and, while 
safeguarding national security.
